The clouds are black both over England & America. It is well if this 
Summer passes over without some Showers of Blood. And if the Storm 
once begins in America, it will soon spread to Great Britain. 


In his letter of May 19th, he writes: 


. . . Never was there a time, when it was more necessary for all that 
fear God, both in England & in America, to stir up the Gift of God 
that is in them, & wrestle with God in mighty Prayer. . 


On June 13th he writes: 


I am afraid our Correspondence for ye time to come, will be more 
uncertain than ever: Since ye sword is drawn, & tis well if they have 
not on both sides, thrown away the scabbard. What will the end of 
these things be, either in Europe or America? It seems, high confusion 
& distress, such as neither we nor our Fathers Had known! But it is 
enough if all issues be Glory to God, & peace & good will among 
men. . . Never had America such a Call to repentance. For unless 
General Reformation prevent General Destruction, what a Scene will 
soon be opened? Ruin & Desolation must overspread the land.

Writing from near Leeds on July 28th: 


. I know no reason why we should not print the names of the 
American Preachers.

There are a number of interesting references to Kingswood 
School, writing from Cork in May, 1769, he says : 

With regard to Kingswood School, I have one string more; if that 
breaks, I shall let it drop. I have borne the burden one & twenty years. 
I have done what I could: Now let someone else do more... . 

In December the same year : 

Trevecca is much more to L. H. than Kingswood is to me. I mixed 
with every thing. It is my College, my masters, my students. I do not 
speak so of this School. It is not mine but the Lord’s. I look for 
no more Honour, than money from it. ... We had a good time both 
at the Tabernacle & Tottenham Court Chappel. The Congregations 
were immense. Perhaps not a third part could come within hearing... . 
I shall be glad when you are able to preach out of doors. Field preaching 
has done the most execution. You are no novice among the Methodists. 
You have frequently seen, at the time of Conferences how much every 
shilling of the money brought in was wanted. Therefore you cannot 
omit the Collection on any account.... 


Writing from Manchester in May, 1783, he says: 


I do not, & never did consent, that any of our Preachers should 
baptize, as long as we profess ourselves to be members of the Church 
of England. Much more may be said for burying the dead.... To 
this I have no objection. One of the Preachers in every Circuit usually 
stays two years. This is generally the Assistant. But when you was 
Assistant at Manchester, you quite disappointed me. You was not 
exact at all. You let things go as they would go.... 


In 1782 he writes: 


Two or three years ago, when ye Kingdom was in imminent danger 
I made an offer to the Government of raising some men. The Secretary 
of War (by the King’s order) sent me word “ That it was not necessary.” 
But if it ever should be necessary, his Majesty would let me know. I 
never renewed the offer, & never intended it.... 


In 1777 he says: 


I believe the Romish Antichrist is already so fallen, that he will not 
again lift up his head, in any considerable degree. The Bishop of 
Rome has little more power now than any other of the Italian Princes. 
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Lot 176—continued. 


I therefore concur with you in believeing, his tyranny is past, never 
to return.... In discovering that few of the Methodists are “ perfected 
in Love” John Halton has discovered just nothing. They never will 
be, till they are taught to expect it instantaneously.... Now is the time, 
before you say anything of the New Chappel, to procure what sub- 
scribers you can to the Philosophy. I have included all that is material 
in Dr. Goldsmith’s eight large volumnes.... I have just received two 
letters from New York; One of them from George Robinson, late of 
Newcastle. They inform me. ‘That all the Methodists there, were 
firm for the Government & on that account persecuted by ye Rebels, 
only not to ye death. ‘That ye Preachers are still threaten’d, but not 
stopped, & ye work of God increases much in Maryland & Virginia.... 
Your Congregations in Edinburgh are large: Hugh Sanderson’s 
are larger still, Your Preaching & perhaps mine has stir’d up a sleepy 
people: His Preaching has stir’d them up still more.... “This gives 
any one enough of Kingswood School.” “Ah Simple Martin Shallow ” 
as Shakespeare has it. Should not J then have had enough of it long 
ago? You put me in mind of Sir John Philips’ Exclamation, when a puff of 
smoke came of the Chimney, “Oh, Mr. Wesley, these are the trials wch. 
I meet with everyday... .” 


The last letter, dated Nov. 1790 (four months prior to his 
death) shows his extraordinary vigour, in it he mentions that 
he hopes to visit Bath, Bristol, Stroud, and Birmingham

WELL-KNOWN SONG, “THE LASS O’ BALLOCH- 
MYLE,” 2 pp. folio, consisting of five numbered eight-line 
stanzas, with heading and four lines of variations, 45 holo- 
graph lines in all, A VERY FINE MS. 


There are two verbal differences from the usual published 
version: “ The bonny lass” for “ Behold the lass,” 1.16; and 
“sweet an evn” for “sweet is night,” 1.18. In addition, 
the last two lines of stanza 3 vary from the printed text, and 
Burns has written two further alternative pairs of lines below, 
under the heading “ Variations.” He has headed the MS. 
“Song. Tune, Ettrick banks.” (It has been published (by 
some editors) under the heading “ 'Tune—Miss Forbes’s fare- 
well to Banff.) 

This song was written in 1786, and a copy sent, with a 
covering letter in rather high-flown terms, to Miss Williamina 
Alexander, a chance encounter with whom, when walking on 
her father’s estate at Ballochmyle, had inspired it. The letter, 
which included a request for permission to publish, was not 
rephed to and the poem was first published by Currie in 1800. 
But letter and MS. were preserved by Miss Alexander and her 
family and eventually presented by them to the collection at 
the neighbouring farm of Moss Giel, of which Burns was 
tenant from 1784, and where they are now preserved. The 
present MS. was probably a copy kept by the poet for his own 
use; it appears to be entirely unrecorded. 

The verso of the sheet is endorsed, in a contemporary hand 
“Song. Tune Ettrick Banks. The Bonny lass of Balloch- 
myle. Beautiful.” A piece of paper pasted below is inscribed 
“ Autograph of Burns. Given by Mr. Parkes, 27th June, 1837,” 
with a later note indicating the recipient as General Ferguson 
(i.e. Sir R. C. Ferguson, G.C.B., of Raith (d. 1841), grand- 
father of the present owner).

Edinburgh Royal Society, ete. : 


In July 1805, Scott mentions the 2nd Edition of “Lay of the Last 
Minstrel” of 1500 copies. In Jan. 1813 he gives an amusing description 
of “Rokeby” which he describes as an immense 4to. In the beginning of 
1816 he discusses the division of profits with publishers and that he 
has made “A small purchase in the neighbourhood of Abbotsford, which 
lies convenient for me.’ In Sept. 1819 he speaks of a visit to Lord 
and Lady Dalkeith at Langholm and in the same year makes a contemp- 
tuous reference to J. M. W. Turner “‘Turner’s palm is as itching as 
his fingers are ingenious, he will do nothing without cash and anything 
for it” 

Scott makes many references to Raeburn, who gave him some sculp- 
tured portraits of the Kings of Scotland from the ancient Edinburgh 
Cross. “I need scarce request you will be as moderate as possible in 
your exactions from Mr. Raeburn’s kindness which means in broad Scotch, 
take as much as you can get.” Mention is made of the Morton Papers, 
to which Scott attaches great importance. John Knox’s chair has been 
offered him, but he thinks it ugly and does not wish to buy. 

In Jan. 1823 he says of Abbotsford “My House here is furnished 
in the shell and looks like the Temple of Solomon. Advising Skene as 
to the publication of a book he says “A man can no more be delivered 
of a book without a bookseller than a woman of a child without an 
accoucheur. 

In other letters there are mentioned Dr. Johnson, Dr. Parr, Lord 
Chesterfield, Lady Alvanley, Lady Scott, the Duke of Buccleuch and 
many other celebreties. Writing in 1829 he mentions Black Dwarf and 
Rob Roy. From Malta in Nov. 1831 he writes a five page letter 
descriptive of the Island. 

The Correspondence closes with Scott’s letter of March 5th, 1832 
written from Naples, and shews that Scott’s powers had waned, the 
letter being, in some places, incoherent and difficult to read. In it he 
writes: ‘ Robert Burns, Allan Ramsay even, and less men than even 
the last, have received fully their meed from the Countrymen. I my- 
self have every right to be grateful to my countrymen, and I will say 
in your ear that I have not been undeserving of good-will at their 

\ hands, and particularly those who in a matter-of-fact age enough are 
much acted upon by the feelings of the very imaginative one which 
precedeqstisciey an
